Home JUMM* Why the VaopU of 


llexlo* VtlUiMi tke United IBtatM. 


["G»th" i».«Tew York Tribune.) 


T met • friend vecontly from Moxioo, 


who said that Romero was the ablest 
man in Mexico and wna not iu very 
good health, and it w»s u pity lot tho 
present condition of things botweou the 
two countrit* of which ho had been the 
link, Hooking aver since ho wan nt Wash- 
ington to oument Mexico and America, 
as should be the ease ever ulnco Sewnrd 
rcdoomod Mexico from her foreign 
invaders. The same informant said; 
"1 know Diaz very well, and he 
is a strong man, and though a thorough 
Mexican would like to bo neighborly 
and just." Said I: 
"Do the Mexicans 


liko the Americans ?" "1 do not bs- 
liovo they do at bottom," ho said. 
"They have a good denl of tho Span- 
ish jealousy in them, and to this day 
in Spain an outsider is rogardoil an 
half a barbarian. So tho Mexicans un- 
derneath tho surface do riot liko us, 
oxcopt in a few cassis whore statesmen 
llioro have seen this country and uu- 
tlorstand it." Said I: 
"What kind of 


pltuio if) Mexico to live in?" 
"You uro 


tiivll' Htarvod in most of the plooes in 
Bloxieo, because they grow so little 
and furnish so littlo," 


"There are two good things about the 


country, tho air and tha mines. Tho 
air is really mngniiloont; it brings a 
mini's youth baok again. 
The mines 


whore intelligently hunted oiit and per- 
sistently followed up generally bring 
tho ore. 
One rnino thoro which wast 


supposed to have lost a groat deal of 
money for its investors lias boon paying 
for some time buck at the rate of about 
$'24,000 a month, tho cost of working it 
being Si),000 a month; while this is not 
romarkablo it is cheerlul." 
HaklJ: 


"Have they as much oi-clor and protec- 
tion us iu tho United States?" "Allo- 
Kothor more," aaid ho. "Life in safer 
in Mexico than in this country, if wa 
•'omparo equally exposed parts. Tho 
C'ity ol Moxioo, where everybody goes, 
is the least interesting part of the coun- 
try to me. It is built among some old 
liilteH, and everybody there would have 
had tlio typhoid fovcr or tho malaria 
long ago but tor tho very high altitude, 
which just saves it." 


On the head of Mexico, t may re- 


mark that I recently met a gentleman 
formerly in the army, who said to mt: 
"Those Mexicans who have spent some 
time in this country frequently go homo 
with a dislike of us, coming from noth- 
ing but their Molf-humiliation. 
They 


I'olloot that I hoy liavo no such large 
I'itios, communities, huge immigration, 
and manufactures and luxury, and it 
hurts their prido. I talked to onomioh 
porson who had studied medicine in the 
United States and was interesting und 
and well-road. He took the ground 
lliat Mexico never could bo suoh a pro- 
gressive country as America—that our 
institutions would raise up their peons 
I o bo tlio equals of the Oastiliaus, and 
tliat, therefore isolation and nonpro- 
grossivism wore tho safety of Mexico. 1 
think," said my friend, "that some 
such ideas as this brought in the for- 
eign powers in 18(3d, tho Oastilian 
being afraid that the pocns in course 
of time would out-vote thorn and riso 
under the stimulus of American contact 
to a better social and physical condi- 
tion than themselves."

A BLOODY SUNDAY FIGHT. 


Another Chapter in tue Tinkler 


Trouble-One Man Stabbed 


Five Times. 


PARTTOtJtiAHS OFTHB SENSATIONAL A I'PAIB. 


A bloody flght, growing out ot the 


Tinkler family troubles, took plane on 
Sunday afternoon between 3 and 4 o'clock, 
nt the Tinkler home, No. 212 West Ed- 
mond street, at the end of North Union 
Btreet, in the second ward. The affray 
took place in two of the upper rooms of 
the dwelling, and tho combatants were 
Myron W. Tinkler and Charles Oartmell, 
of Kansas City, Mo , n brother of Mrs. 
Tinkler, both powerful men, and both 
members of tho Biiine secret organisation, 
Tinkler was badly beaten with n heavy 
poker about the head and body, unit both 
of his eyes ore iu d»op mourning, while 
his clothing is more or less bloody. Above 
his forehead is u deep cut, nnd there nro 
soars about his eyes aud oheeks, In 
warding oil' tho deadly blows Tinkler had 
his urms and bands seriously bruised, and 
his loft side, which shows a Inrge welt, 
givoB him much pain, Tinkler was armed 
with a common pen-knife having n blade 
three inches long, with an iron handle 
marked "J, W," Jn tho course of the 
desperate fight Curtemll received no loss 
than five deep staba with the knife in tho 
annd of Tinkler, and u half dozen slight 
outs mid bruisoH, Ouo of tho stabs out 
So the breast bone, glancing oil' to the 
left, limiting a fihish two inches in length; 
tho second cut struck the top of tho 
shoulder, making a wound one nnd one- 


C inches deep; tho third aud fourth 


Btnha struck tho ribs at tho right of tho 
spinal column. At tho fifth blow tho knife 
Dlndo went through between tho fifth nnd 
Bixth ribs, penetrating tlio left Innjf, but 
tho distance is not known. 


])r. 15 L. Walalon was summoned to 


ittond Ourtmoll. lie dressed his outn, and 
'ound tho wound in tho lung tho most 
serious one of tho five; but tho injured 
man, who is 88 years old, powerfully bnilt, 
.ind of good habits, wus not splitting 
jlootl, nud there was none of that rattling 
sound which usually iiucompnnics n bad 
out iu tho lung. Tho blood was flowing 
freely, anil tho doctor loft Cartwoll resting 
comfortably. 


Mmuhal Mason and Oflloor Hurtloy 


visited the dwelling and took Tinkler to 
;he county jail, whoro ha was placed iu 
one of tho debtor's colls and attended by 
Dr. Olieuoweth, who dressed his wounds, 
none of which will prove fatal, Tinkler 
fl attended to-day by liia daughter, Mrs, 
Jessie I1'. Oovingtou, widow of I'Vonk 
Dovingtun, who rosidoH on West Cerro 
(•treot. She spent lant night with her 
father administering to his wants. 


1 1 will bo remembered by. tho renders 


oC tho Iti'.i'onijioAN that on last Christmas 
eve M, W. Tinkler, who in a traveling 
igont fin a mm bio firm, hud a difficulty 
with hiH family, and that in the course ot 
lio quarrel his dnnghter Mnry jumped 
rat of a second story window, injuring 
lersulf quite seriously. Tinkler was nrrcst- 
od and remained in jail several weeks 
waiting an examination. Tho trinl was 
called before Justice MoGorruy, but ow- 
ng to some misunderstanding about tho 
;imo of tho culling of tho trial on tho sec- 
ond day of the examination, Mrs, Tinkler, 
;ho complaining witness, did not appear 
and tho case was dismissed for want of 
proBOOutiiJu. Tinklor wan discharged, and 
ninco that time he has boon separated from 
liis family, making his home with his 
widowed daughter. He has been in cor- 
respondence with his daughters nnd sev- 
eral statements about the family troubles 
liavo npponrod in the local papers. Tink- 
ler has also visited hia family nt intervals, 
and on tho 17th instant on invitation of 
bin wife took dinner with thorn, 


TINKLER'S HTOBT, 


Tinkler wnn scon at tho jail thin morn- 


ing by n Kisj'OiiMOAN reporter. Ho wan 
found outstretched on a bod, Spanking 
of tho bloody fight he said: "Yesterday 
afternoon I wont to the house to seo my 
children and went up ntnirs; went into tho 
Bouth room; there was no one thnro. Thou 
went to woBt room nnd saw thnt the fam- 
ily wore about to take dinner. Saw Ohnr- 
ley Caitmell Bitting in the room. Ho got 
ii!) anil shook hands with mo, (laying: 
'Howdy do', I than wont back into tho 
sitting room aud sat by tho Btovo while 
my wife, daughters and Oartmell ale diu- 
n«r. In a few minutes all came out into 
the Bitting room. Onrtmoll opened the 
conversation by raying' ' I understand 
that yon wnut (o Bpill somebody's blood. 
I um hero for thnt purpose 
1C you 1 ly 


hands on my siBtors or one of my nieces I 
will kill you.' Oartmoll than picked up a 
heavy pokor and made two motions bo- 
fori) sinking rap, tho first blow striking 
mo on tho head. Before the blow WHS 
struok I told him that he was in my house 
and that lie had hotter be at his own 
home attending to hiu own bumtieBH. lie 
called me a menu contemptible pup nnd 
then Btruok. Wo then clinched, 
In tho 


acullle we staggered and fell into tho 
north room whoro wo fought until wo 
wore separated. Wo then got into tho 
south room again, whore Oartmoll either 
threw or knocked mo down and was 
pounding mu with his flstp, when either 
my wife or out! of the girls Buooooded in 
getting poHBpHsion of tho knife, Cnrtmell 
promising to quit striking mo; but ho 
Htrni'k me once or twice after 1 gave np 
tho knife, f stabbed him, I don't know 
how 
many times, 
because 
lio was 


trying his bait to kill mo. T think 
I had the knife in my hand either closed 
or open when tl.p talk commenced, but i 
had no intention of doing OnrtmoU harm, 
aud struck to defend myself when he ns- 
nanlted mo. Afti-i tho fight my wife came 
to m<>, examined my wounds and washed 
my face. 
Tho lower part of tho bonne is 


unoccupied, my wife having removed 
everything np stairs, so thnt flhe could 
rent the first ilnor 
When I BIIW Onrt- 


mell I supposed he had come to occupy 
the lower part of the house. I will have 
him ni rested for assault with intent to 
kill." 


Charles Cartmell who is a carpenter 


and builder at Kansas City, Mo , where 
ho has a family, was formerly a resident 
of Docatitr, having been employed for 
mnny years at the Mills A Harry planing 
mill. He arrived here Saturday night on 
bin way to Mcmphip, Tena, to visit bis 
lister «ud nieces. Anna nnd Mary Tiuk 
ler stnte that the quarrel commenced 
after they got through dinner and declare 
that Mr. Tinkler raised the open knife in 
his hand as if toitrike Oartmell when the 
latter struck the first blow. The<e was n 
great uproar and struggle in the two 
rooms, when Anna 
and her mother 


wrenched the knife from Tinkler's hand 
putting » ttop to the flght. The blade 


was covered with blood. It was wiped 
oft' by Anna and the knife given to Officer 
Hartley. 


Tho attending physician was summoned 


to visit Oartmell again at B late hour last 
night as he was breathing hard. The 
props had become misplaced and the 
blood had cenued to flow from tho lung. 
The injured man was propped up again 
in bed, and left resting comfortably, He 
was sleeping easily this forenoon, and 
there were no unfavorable symptoms, 


Altogether it is a bad affair, and as 


both Tinkler and Cnrtmell will be prose- 
cuted, there will be two long drawn ont 
trials and the old family trouble will be 
ventilated again,

visited M. W. Tinkler at the jail, nnd n 
•warrant was drown up for the arrest of 
Cartmell on a charge of making nn as- 
sault on Tinkler with intent to murder. 

The 
arrest will be made to-dny, but the exam- 
ination will have to bo deferred until the 
accused is able to leave his bed.

PARROTS' PERVERSITIES. 


Hint* aud Heir* tor Thooe Who 


Touch Pally'* Idea How to Mhoot. 


{.London Teloprnph.] 


When juvenile the bird is verv im- 


pressionable. Adult, i(i is liable "to bo 
obstinate, and, like the protul Briton 
who rofusod to truckle to tho Gorman 
system of genders, it oftentimes lonrns 
u new language very imperfectly. Two 
old birds, indeed, show extraordinary 
imtipftthica to syntax, and got whiles 
into thoir hoods about tho construction 
of 
sentences 
which 
tho 
utmost 


patience or violence, us tho ease may 
bo, ia powerless to dissipate. You can- 
not disabuse an old parrot's mind of an 
error that it has once cordially outer- 
tuinptl. It has its own ideas ot gram- 
matical proprieties, and clinp;s to them 
like a limpet. You cannot shake it on 
a matter of English. You may toivoh it 
another phrase altogether, but it will 
not forego tho l!r»t. It will tag tlin 
two together and mix thorn up—like the 
" ljrotostant kettle" of tho immortal 
Harnaby's ravon—but thi.i comproini.su 
is tlio best terms yo* will make with 
tho bird. 


Whon possible, therefore, secure iv 


young parrot, catch it ot a good school- 
board age, and then teach it yourself. 
While doing so koop it uway from tho 
contaminating influences of street boys, 
for a baker's boy will teach it to ask 
" Who kissed the cook?" in a half do/.on 
onsy lessons, while you are wearing 
your days out in impressing "God save 
tlio iiuoen" upon its memory, and, after 
all, the odds ore the bird will say, "God 
nave tho cook." Street cries, agnin, aro 
to be avoided if possible. It is not well 
to hove a bird calling "oats'-mciU" dur- 
ing family prayer*. 


But above all the educator of the 


youthful fowl should herself bo circum- 
.speot in her language, nnd careful of 
the pitch of voice, for it will catch 
her scolding tones at once, and pick up 
"Bother that cat!"—in her exact voice 
too—long before it will learn to miy, 
"Dear little puns." Those who havo ft 
harsh laugh, or suffor from catarrh, or 
ou impediment, or any defoot of speech, 
should choose other pets than parrots 
—guinea pigs or squirrels, or some 
other harmless "dumb" animals—for 
those birds have a perfectly malicious 
aptitude 
for hitting off such weal; 


points. If old Mr. Woller had kept u 
good parrot at tho Marquis of 0 ran by 
tho position of Stiggins would hav'u 
boon impossible; the mimic would hnvo 
utterly routed the smillling rascal. Ho 
that tho difllcultifiH in the wuy of bring- 
ing up one's own bird aro considerable. 


But if it can bo accomplished tho re- 


Hiilt will abundantly repay tho labor, 
wore it only in keeping tlio possessor's 
mind free from any disquieting appre- 
hensions as to "what that parrot will 
miy next." It is a groat relief to vis- 
itors to know that, when out of politu- 
ness they take notino of their hostess' 
bird, there is no danger of awkward 
ri'joindars. It disconcerts tho average 
caller if, when he says "Pretty Poll," 
the parrot retorts with tarrocks' apos- 
trophe to ArtaxerxBB, "Get hup, you 
hugly beast;" mid tho wmquipoualian 
oath of tlio mariner articulated like u 
centipede in an unbefitting response to 
a friendly invitation to have a poll 
scratched, By all means, therefore, if 
you wish to be ablo to dupnnd upon 
your bird in mixed company teach it to 
talk yourself.
